Powdered iron toroid cores have physical properties similar to ceramics. My 
choice would be to use a miniature hack saw to slowly cut a slit in the 
donut core. Clamp the core in a vice that has several layers of masking 
tape facing the jaws. I would NOT (no double negative here) use a Dremel 
tool with a cutoff wheel - a snag would likely bust the core.

A TCS receiver repair: 


Turned-on the TCS-12 receiver the other day and 
heard what sounded like "thunder storm" static. 
Quickly pulled the antenna and it remained. When 
you hear this from a TCS receiver, pull the power 
at once, because B+ is leaking somewhere. If one 
has not dried-out and sealed the phenolic bases of 
the IF transformers, B+ can be leaking from a 
plate connection to ground through the trapped 
water and can quickly blow-open an IF coil. 


Removed the receiver and off she went to the 
repair bench. 

To isolate the "thunder," removed the cover over 
the band switch and connected filament power to 
the buss bars connecting the removable modules and 
a variable B+ supply to the third terminal inboard 
on the module nearest the front: 

https: //photos.app. goo. g1/qCSCjbkb62MHTsJm6 


Connected a speaker (no antenna), turned RF and AF 
gain up full and brought the B+ up just enough to 
hear some "thunder." 

Pulled the RF amp tube- still thundering. 

Pulled the Mixer tube- No thunder. This is good 
news, Since it means it's not in the IF. 
Reinstalled the Mixer and pulled the Oscillator 
tube- still thundering, so the problem is in the 
Mixer. 


Pulled the mixer tube and started scoping each of 
the tubes socket pins. Pin 8, the signal grid, 
showed the jumping, jagging line of sparking B+. 

A look at the diagram shows this pin is coupled to 
the Plate circuit of the RF amp via a 100 pFd mica 
cap:

Lifted the pin-8 end of the cap and sure enough, 
the scope shows the open end of the cap with the 
"jitter jives;" the cap is leaking, probably due 
to silver migration. Found a 91 pFd mica in the 
junkbox and installed:

Receiver back to its excellent self. Total repair 
time from out-of-case to back-in-case: under an 
hour. Had it been the IF, it would have been much 
longer.

Radiomarine 4U radio console. 200W from a pair of 813s. Single ended output. 


This one did not suffer the installation of a crystal control deck, which was done 
when Victory ships (and Liberty ships that had the HF panel added to their 3U 
consoles) were pressed into service in the Viet Nam era. It retains the original 
VFO which might make it more attractive for amateur use. 


While rough looking, these things are rugged and simple. Hard to tell without a 
personal inspection but I bet this grand and historic old lady could be made to 
sing again by most members of this list.

One more story about car radios on 6 VAC. Several years ago, I picked up a

all car and radio production had ceased for the duration of WWII, but lots 

of car radios had been made in 1941 in preparation for the new '42 cars. 


Many of those were converted to run on the AC line as the only new radios 
still available. 


The Ford conversion was a table model with two small 6 VAC transformers in 
it, estimated at probably 1.5 or 2 amps each. One fed the tube filaments 
and one the original vibrator transformer. I re-capped the radio, added a 
proper fuse and some new wiring with more insulation to the power switch 
connections, (which was switching 120 VAC instead of 6 VDC) but left the 
little transformers as found. With it's TRF stage, typical of better car 
radios even then, it's still working rather well after all these years. 
All three transformers get only sightly warm. 


Wrote an article "Radios for the Summer of '42" for *xThe Spectrum Monitorx 
(digital follow-on to Monitoring Times) October 2014 issue on it and a 
couple of other Summer of '42 conversions.

The "Step Down" Hudson. Only rode in one a couple of times. 
Don't know who made their radios. GM bought Delco, I think Ford 
used Philco and eventually bought the company. Zenith or someone 
made the radios in Packards. I remember looking at a Packard V-12 
when I was about 20 with some idea of buying it. It had a 
motor-generator to run the radio. Don't remember who made the 
radio but it had a characteristic whine rather than the buzz of a 
vibrator supply. Just as well I didn't saddle myself with it 
although it was a beautiful car. 

Ryders or Beitman or someone had lots of service information 
on car radios. Mostly better than home radios because they had to 
deal with weak and varying signals. Most had an RF stage and 
somewhat more selectivity than home radios. Typically they had 
262Khz IF's. Although Delco looks like it might have come from 


Detroit electric it was actually Dayton Engineering, a company 
started by Charles Kettering, one of the founders of GM.

When I was barely a teen, my older sister dated a guy with a Hudson car. 
Car radio didn't work. He bought a matching junkyard radio that also did 
not work. I was given the one for fixing the other. Then fixed the second 
also. I did the same thing you did with that Hudson car radio. Ran it off 
the 6 volt winding of a junk power transformer. Fed the 6 VAC to ground 
and one of the vibrator output pin jacks. Worked well. Several years 
ater, put the vibrator back in and mounted it under the dash of my first 
well-used car, a '55 Ford. Radio was still working when I finally got rid 
of the car.
